cient number of cases, say 25 or 80, on each Judge’s list. Each of the other Judges will 
thus have each day his list of defended cases provided for him. When a second sum- 
mons has been granted, the case will, on the new return day, come again before the J udge 
who revises the list for that day. 

If under this system a Judge should at any time find his list becoming clogged 
he will communicate with the revising Judge, and inform the latter that he must have 
a day or days left clear to enable him to pull up. Thus if on the first of the month a Judge 
finds that his lists were getting blocked, and chat it will take a day to get them clear, he will 
tell the revising Judge that this is the case. The latter, when revising the lists of the 
Judge in question, may see that they are already filled, say up to the 9th: he will leave 
the 10th blank. Tne Judge who had found himself blocked, knowing that the 10th 
would be a clear day, will use his discretion: he will either go on as usual up to the 10th, 
trusting to clear himself on that day, or will adjourn a sufficient number of cases to that 
day to enable him to take the other cases as nearly as possible on their proper dates.

CALCUTTA SMALL CAUSE COURT. 


NOTICE. | 


. In accordance with suggestions cortained in a report to the High»Court, signed 
by Mr.‘Justice Wilson and Mr. Justice Trevelyan, on their inspection of the Calcutta 
Small Oause Court, a new system will, on and after the 281h October 1886, be tried for 
the purpose of revising. the list of cases which come daily into the court. " 

All summons cases will, on the returnable date of the summons, come before one 
only ofthe Judges, who will revise the whole list of the court for each day. 

; He will go through the list, enter “compromises,” make decrees in cases in which 
the defendant does not appear, give fresh summonses in cases where the summons has - 
not been served, grant necessary postponements, ascertain what causes are defended, and 
dispose of any cases which, in his judgment. can be disposed of summarily. 

This would leave the whole time of the other Judges free for the trial of defended 
causes. The defended causes will be assigned by the Judge revising the list to the lists 
of the different: Judges on the earliest possible days, and will be adjourned by him to 
those days. The Judge revising the list will have before him the list of each Judge for 
each day, so far as already filled up, and will arrange that there should always be a suffi- 
cient number of cases, say 25 or 30, on each Judge’s list. Each of the other Judges will 
thus have each day his list of defended cases provided for him. When a second sum- 

_ mons has*been granted, the case will, on the new return day, come again before the Judge 
who revises the list for that day. 

If under this systém a Judge should at any time find his list becoming clogged, 
he will communicate with the revising Judge, and inform the latter that’ hé’ must hare 
a day or days left clear to enable him to pull up, Thus if on the first of the month a Judge 
finds that his lists were getting blocked, and chat it will take a day to get them clear, he will 
tell. the revising Judge that this is the case, The latter, when revising-the lists of the 
Judge in question, may sce that they are already filled, say up to the 9th: he will leave 
the 10th blank. The Judge who had found himself blocked, knowing that the 10th 
would be a clear day, will use his discretion: he will either go on as usual up to the 10th, 
trusting to clear himself on that day, or will adjourn a sufficient number of cases to that 
day to enable him to take the other cases as nearly as possible on their proper dates.

In accordance with suggestions cortained in a report to the High Court, signed 
by Mr. Justice Wilson and Mr, Justice Trevelyan, on their inspection of tne Calcutta 
Small Cause Court, a new system will, on and after the 28th October 1886, be tried for 
the purpose of revising the list of cases which come daily into the court. 
All summons cases will, on the returnable date of the summons, come before one 
only of the Judges, who will revise the whole list of the court for each day. 
He will go through the list, enter “ compromises,” make decrees in cases in which 
the defendant does not appear, give fresh summouses in cases where the summons has 
not been served, grant necessary postponements, ascertain what causes are defended, and 
dispose of any cases which, in his judgment, can be disposed of summarily. 
This would leave the whole time of the other Judges free for the trial of defended 
causes. The defended causes will be assigned by the Judge revising the list to the lists 
of the different Judges on the earliest possible days, and will be adjourned by him to 
those days, The Judge revising the list will have before him the list of each Judge for 
each day, so far as already filled up, and will arrange that there should always be a suffi- 
cient number of cases, say 25 or 30, on each Judge’s list. Each of the other Judges will 
thus have each day his list of defended cases provided for him. When a second sum- 
mons has been granted, the case will, on the new return day, come again before the Judge —* 
who revises the list for that day. x 
If under this system a Judge should at any time find his list becoming clogged 
he will communicate with the revising Judge, and inform the latter that he must neve 
& day or days left clear to enable him to pull up. Thus if on the first of the month a Judge 
finds that his lists were getting blocked, and chat it will take a day to get them clear, he will 
tell the revising Judge that this is the case. The latter,.when revising the alge the 
Judge in question, way sce that they are already filled, say up to the 9th: he will leave 
the 10th blank. The Judge who had found himself blocked, kuowing that the 10th

Trustees it was decided, in consequence of the continued small competition in India for the 
scholarship offered annually by the Trust to youths in India, and latterly to those also ‘in: 
Ceylon, to withdraw the same after the award which may be made on the result of the 
examination which will be held in January 1488; and | have to request that. Your Lordship 
will cause this information to be conveyed, so far as concerns India, to tue authorities there, 
in order to its publication. 

1 may inform Your Lordship that in the year 1868 two scholarships of £100 per annum_ 
each were instituted for India by the Gilchrist Trustees. In 1882 one scholarship of £150 
per annum, to take effect after 1883, wax substituted in the hope of its proving more attrac- 
tive ; and in 1843, in consequence of only one candica‘e appearirg for the two still existing 
scholarships, the second was given to a native of Ceylon, and that Isiand was thenceforth 
included in the Indian Scholarship. 

I have further to inform Your Lordship that it is not the desire of the Gilchrist 
Trustees to sever their connection with the educational advancement of India; but they wish, 
if possible, to find some mode of expending sach portion of the Trust income as they may 
consider expedient for advancing on a more comprehensive scale the higher education of 
the native youths of India. 

I have therefore to beg the favour of Your Lordship’s causing it to be communicated 
to the authorities in India that the Trustees desire to invite the advice and co-operation of 
the heads of all higher educational ins'itutions and of others who may be interested in the 
subject in India. They wish to obtain opinions as to whether a scholarship, tenable in 
England, can be made (if, say, of larger value and offered perhaps every third year) an 
object of real emulation to the youths of India; or whether, having regard to tne alleged 
difficulty arising from the Latin tongue (which forms an essential part of the Matriculation 
Examination of the University of Loudon) not being generally taught in India, and to the 
objection arising from logs of caste to most natives of India from crossing the sea, and 
other considerations, it might not be better to substitute a scholarship or scholarships to be 
held at some place or places of higher education in India, and thenceforth to abandon the 
idea of bringing youths to England, / 

And the Trustees would further invite, from those who may favour the institution of 
scholarships to be held in India, suggestions as to the number, amount, and length of tenure 
of such saclarstipe, and at what institutions in India to be held, so as to attract the largest 
possible competition and to produce the most comprehensive and beneficial results%n an 
educational point of view; also to point out, the most suitable limits of age, the character 
of the competitive examination upon which the award of such scholarships should be made, 
on.what condiyjons such scholarships should be held, and in what manuer they could be

The Judge revising the list will have before him the list of each Judge for 
each day, so far as already filled up, and will arrange that there should always be a suffi- 
cient number of cases, say 25 or 80, on each Judge’s list. Each of the other Judges will 
thus have each day his list of defended cases provided for him. When a second sum- 
mons has been granted, the case will, on the new return day, come again before the Judge — 
who revises the list for that day. ; 
If under this system a Judge should at any time find his list becoming clogged, 
he will communicate with the revising Judge, and inform the latter that he must have 
a day or days left clear to enable him to pull up. Thus if on the first of the month a J Bi
